Before FSU St|ident Government officials come up 
with any pronouncements as to how the $1.7 million 
they receive in Ajctivity and Service fees will be spent, 
we have a suggestion. 

Since the singljb biggest problem facing the average 
student today is inflation, since the Board of Regents 
has seen fit to cellar us with a tuition increase, and 
since the majority' of students on campus could care 
less about the establishment of another special interest 
club, why not take the estimated $335,000 that will 
remain after all .the old organizations, the athletic 
program and the health center have been funded and 
offer students j refund on their tuition payments? 

FSU's Student Government stands to take in 
between $1.7 and^ $2 million in 1974-75 as a result of 
the A and S bill recently signed into law by Governor 
Askew. Using the more conservative of these two 
figures and subtracting from it the maximum amount 
of money the health center and athletics are going to 
receive - about $1,115 million all told - Student 
Government is left with a figure in the neighborhood 
of $585,000. Allowing a healthy $250,000 for the 
SG-funded organizations aheady established, this leaves 
approximately $335,000 for students, through their 
representatives, to do with as they see fit. What better 
way to handle the money than to give it back to those 
who deserve it? 

The BOR proposal, which will charge undergraduate 
students $13 per credit hour and grad students $16.50 
per hour, is a cheap disguise for the tuition hike that 
weVe been told so many times we were not going to 
receive. Student Body President David Aronofsky 
realizes what the proposal entails and has asked 
Attorney General' Robert Shevin to rule thyf the 
re-structuring is improper. 

But if Shevin does not rule in favor of the students, 
the average FSU undergraduate student taking a 15 
hour course load U^Ul see her/his registration fee upped 
to $195 per quar|ter. The grad student with an equal 
load will see her/^s costs rise from $240 to $247 per 
quarter. Everyone taking above 15 hours will lecdve 
more drastic hikes. Those taking less than 1 5 hours wiU 
see a cut in their ^iution payments, at least until they 
have to take on^ quarter mofe than their 17-hoar 
roommate in ordef| to graduate. 

Of course, thqj refund line will have to be drawn 
somewhere to ch^k those opportunists amoQgrt us. 
Student Govemi^ent could not allow a graduate 
student to sign Up for 21 hours and have her/him 
expect a $106.50 check. But even that student could 
receive some fmancial assistance in the form of t 
refund ceiling of i^^tever SG aces at rratonaMr.

The Personnel Department has denied a 
request from Barbara Bassett to re-open her 

grievance hearing against Dr. Robert Coyne, 
head of International Programs, in a statement 

issued to her yesterday. 

Bassett, Staff Assistant I of the International 
Programs Office, had charged that Coyne was 
not adhering to the recommendations of the 
Grievance Cormnittee, nor the judgement of 
President Marshall that she be reinstated to 

"fuU duties." 

According to J.R. Robinson, director of the 
F^sonnel Division, "'that particular grievance 
has been finalized," and may not be reconvened 
through university channels. "Should Bassett 
wish to pursue the original grievance, she must 
present it to the State Personnel Commission," 
Robinson said. 

The State Personnel Commission would then 
have to evaluate Bassett's case to determine if 
any State personnel rules had been violated, 
prior to granting her a hearing. 

Robinson further said thai Bassett "would 
have to produce evidence unrelated to the first 
grievance," in order to obtain a second hearing 
from a new committee. 

Bassett had requested the re-opening of her 
hearing in a letter to Personnel Monday, 
charging that Coyne has shown "lack ot good 
faith in complying with the recommendations 
of the Grievance Committee and with President 
Marshall's decision." 

Bassett based her request on the ^eontinuing 



harassment" she said she has received from 
Coyne since the grievance hearing concluded. 
She said he has charged her with theft, 
"insubordination" and "willful inattention to 
duties." among other allegations, while 
maintaining that she is "bemg given the 
opportunity to prove herself." 

**! am being subjected to treatment that 
cannot be toleiated silently,** Emett said, 
"^either individually or coOectivdy.** 

Bassett appealed to Personad not to aUow 
**such biased and unfair actions t^dnst any 

employe" to continue. 

"I realize that much time, money and effort 
has been expended by the Personnel Office on 
my case thus far," Bassett said. "It is entirely 
for this reason that 1 cannot abandon the issues 
at this point as nothing concrete has been 
determmed and my working situation remauis 
the same." 

The Career Service Employe Federation, 
which has been supporting Bassett in her 
complaint, requested an opinion from the 
Florida Attorney General's office regarding the 
validity of the dosed hearing under the 

Government in the Sunshine Law. The opinion 
is currently undergomg the review of a five 
member board before it is released. Should it 
prove favorable to Bassett, she will 
hypothetically be entitled to a new hearing. It 
is hypothetical because the "opinion" is just 
that, and may not constitute a legal mandate. 

Robinson said the university ''generally 
adheres** to such opinions, but if this one is 
ignored, Bassett*s oidy other alternative will be 
legal recourse.

The purpose of this is 
to decrease maintenance 
problems involved in mowing 
the grass.

Veopk won*t be getting bogged down in the bureaucracy.**

The NCAA's iiiv»ti^tion into Florida State's 
football pre-^mng proeram of 1972 is ^ pemfing and 
a decision may not bfe fcwthcomii^ for quite a whUe. 

The football prognim, then under the directXHi of 
Larry Jones, is being investigated for alkged rule 
tntmctions in the way of trainii^— aQegatioiis that 
resulted from a St j I^^terstHirg Times' story and 
imrestigation. 

FSL President Stanley Marshall requested that the system 
NC AA Je!\ e into the matter and he afeo asked former 
Flonda Governor LeRoy Collim to head a private 
investigation into the! once-^i^gaging ccmtrc^ersy. Late 
in October, CoUim' report was made pubtic, clearing 
Jones and his staff of any wroo^oing. 

Early in December, Athletic DmrtcH- Jcrfm ftidgers, 
MarshaD and J<Hies traveled to St. Louts to meet with 
NC AA officiab handling the case. 

Ail was not wdL Jones res^ned later that montii 
saying that one area cjf the invesdgaticm did not look 
as if it would be decided in Flodda tote's fevor. 

The NCAA committee o© infractions was to have 
met in March, 1974, but cancelled that meetti^ ft was 
later scheduM for April and that meetii^ was also 
postponed. As of late June, the c^xnmittee had not 
met to decide Florida State's penalty, if a penalty was 
indeed forthcoming, 

Wlien in sessk>n, the NCAA committee has no 
deadline. Many times it wffi pat off decmon-making as 
long as possibte to coerce schools, imf»tienr for 
decision, into correcting tfie iOe^Mties themselves.

mail-out system rather than 
discontinuing it altogether. 

Like die Leon County 
Library (and any other library 
I can diink oQ the FSU library 
should send out only one 
notice advising a borrower that 
a book is overdue.

FSU opposes hew city tax

FSU has emerged as one of 
he major opponents of a 10% 

tilii\ tax to be imposed by 
I Tallahassee on state 
P v riinicnt property beginning 
In \i mtnilh. 

An opinion by Attorney 
(-ciicial Robert Shevin allowed 
city coimnission to 
minate the utility tax 
mption for the state 
government. 

"The decision will cost us 
about $200,000 in a year's 
time," said Ray Green, 
[)irector of FSU's Physical 
ham. 

Green said he does not 
know where the additional 
-1 ; ics wUl come troni. 

"The legislature funded us 
accordmg to last year's bate, 
and we don*t have eaou^ to 
meet our oUigatioits now,** 
Green said. 

The tax will be effective for 
the August lulling period sid 
the first month wffl cost FSU 
approximately S 1 5 ,000. 

The legislation that 
pi. vided the opinion that thf 
mumcipalities could levy the 
tax has been in existence for 
ne year,*" said AiBStant 
• ney General Steve 
M icheil. **Since the 
rnurucipalities have not shown 
w> mtentioo to tax in a whole 



year, they should not do it 
now." 

When asked why the tax 
was not made effective at a 
later date, to allow for the 
extra appropriation of funds, 
MitcheU said, 'Without 
immediate cffectivifeness, the 
legislature might repeal the 




law, so there is a practical 
reason for doing it now." 

"The legislature may not 
have intended for the 
municipaUtics to tax in this

Because of Attorney General Robert 
Shevin's failure to issue an opinion, the FSU 
Student Government may resort to court action 
in its attempts to overturn the Board of 
Regents' (BOR) fee proposal scheduled to 
become effecthe this U3L 

FSU Student Body President Davkl 
Aronofsky was "disappointed" with Shevin's 
reply to the SG's June 11 request for an 
opinion, but added, *i don't have the legal 
expertise to question his decision." 

Aronofsky did feel that the five weeks it 
took for the reply was **an unusuaOy 
time." 

Aronofsky and Student-Body Vice-President 
Jan Pietrzyk are contesting a 1973 rulii« by 
Circuit Court Judge Ben ^Wllis that gives the 
BOR the right to submit a substitute fee plan to 
become effective in the absence of action by 
tiie kgidatuie. The BOR's payment-by-the-hour 
tuition plan was automatically adopted after 
the 1974 session failed to agree on a new 
structure. 

Shevin said his opinion could not supercede 
the decision made by Judge Willis. 

"I'm consulting other student body 



presidents about the feasabihty of going to 
court to appeal the Willis decision," Aronofilqr 
said. "We don't have the funds now, but it 
shouldn't be a proMem once we get organized." 

Aronofsky, who is chairperson of the State 
Council of Student Body Presidents (SCSBP), 
said that the BOR's tuition plan may cost the 
student and the state more money. 

**This bill will keep the students in ihe 
universities longer as fiscally unwise a policy 
as the state could ask for," Aronofsky said. 
**The student who takes the overload gets stuck 
financially and with fewer PTE's, the legisUture 
will not allocate as much money as we've 
gotten in the past." 

Aronofsky added that even thou#i a 
part-time student wouW be paying less, he 
would receive an inferior education became of 
the current overcrowding. 

Pietrzyk said that plans were being 
formulated to appeal on a state-wide basis. 

"We will be considering the hiring ol an 
attorney after Bill Kuypers (Student Body 
Attorney General) meets witli llie FSU Student 
Bar this week," Pietrzyk sajd. "ApoUo Visko 
(Student Senator) attended the Florida 
Association qf Student Senate's conference last 
week and reports a favorable reaction from 
them to the idea."

Whatever {n'ogress has been made thusfar towards 
the impeachinent of Richard Nixon has been made 
without the active participatioii of this country's 
student population. 

The steps that are leading up to the 
more-certain-every-day impeachment process are, no 
doubt, taken with the tacit approval of a laiige majority 
of the student population - students who support the 
president are as few and far between as those who 
vigorously denounce him - but the fire with which 
young people condemned the immorality of the 
Vietnam War and its associated niceties is gone, despite 
the fact the actions of Mr. Nixon are every bit as 
immoral. ' 

Today's student seems more concerned with 
whether his or her fall wardrobe is going to arrive from 
Sears in time than with the question of what is going 
to happen to this country over the next two and a half 
years if the President is permitted to remain in office. 

FSU is no more guilty of laxity in this matter than 
any other university. On almost every campus in the 
country, the pictur^l is the same. Ask someone what 
they think about Nijion and they'll tell you - that he 
is a truly sinister foij :e hell-bent on the dismantling of 
the Constitution both before and after the Watergate 
cover-up was discoysred. But ask that same person 
what he or she has d ^ne to make Nixon's removal any 
sooner or more cert^ n, and that person will be unable 
to give you an answG r reflective of the zeal with which 
the individual conderlns the President. 

The cause behind Ihis lack of involvement is hard to 
pinpoint. Clearly, t|e trend which has transformed 
yesterday's active participants in the political process 
into today's sun-bathing, pot-smoking hordes who are 
more interested in a good-paying job than the calls of 
their conscience must be, at least in part, responsible.

Paranoia spreads 

The administration of this university seems finally 

to have reached the goal for which it so long has been 

striving. Students and members of the faculty and staff 

are now so fearful of President Marshall and his 

compatriots that they feel they cannot make a public 

complaint against the university without it resulting in 
some type of negative action taken against them. 

Nowhere does this appear so evident as in the 
offices of the Flambeau. Several times a week, we 
receive information from people associated with the 
university in one fashion or another who refuse to 
allow their names to be printed. The reason? As one 
woman staff member put it, ''I don't want to lose my 
job.' 

In Tuesday's Flambeau alone, there appeared two 
articles in which the reporter writing the story was 
forced to promise anonymity to the source before the 
source would divulge her/his information. 

Neither of the articles would appear to be all that 
poteiitially damaging to the university. The first was a 
story on the secretarial-clerical symposium sponsored 
by the Personnel Department and criticized by several 
members of the Career Services Employe Federation 
(CSHF). The woman who accused Personnel of 
"gimmicky techniques of persuasion to communicate 
their message" would not allow her name to be printed 
"because I've had pretty good relations with my boss 
and I don't want to end up hke Barbara Bassett." 
Bassett is the staff assistant in the International 
programs who would have been forced from her job 
had she not resorted to the arduous channels of the 
grievance hearing after she had complained about the 
treatment she received from her employer. 

A second story in Tuesday's Flambeau concemed 
the campus chapter of the International Alliance of 
Theatncal Stage En^ployes and Movie Picture Mad^

A 4.5% increase over last year's budget of 
slightly more than $50 million, the allocation 
approved at the Friday meeting provided for 
four addttkmal a dministiatiw and general 
positions. 

Altfaougli the funds for other personal 
sovices were iqnPi'Oiximately the same as last 
year, there was a noticeidile drop in optatiag 

capital outlay. 

The recommendation for a $10 health fee 
was also adopted by the Regents on the 
condition that each school must defend its 
request for such a charge. FSU was one of five 
universities to propose the extra health fee and 
has submitted a request for the entire $10 
supplement. FSU representatives said at the 
meeting diat higher costs oi medical supplies 
motivated the reqpiest. 

Much of the conference centered around 
proposed improvements in the faculty grievance 
procedures in the SUS. The discussed proposal 
stressed limiting the time administrators have to 
make decisions concerning grievances. The 
AAUP, which voiced objections to the present 
procedure, believes that the favorable decision 
on the proposal would keep faculty out of 
limbo. 

It was decided that ROTO students could 
waive in-state hourly fees for courses taken m 
the ROTC program. The students will have to 
pay the proposed $2.80 fee in bonds and aid 



programs, however. 

Approval wab diso granted to the Withers 
property land exchange. FSU will now be able 
to trade 14.5 acres of iU Seminole Reservatioo 
hokiingi for 50 acres of the Wittmn property. 
This will stave off the proposed rezoning of the 
area to a fimited industrial classification which 
could damage the ecological balnoe of Lake 
Bradford. 

In another decision, the BOR said it will 
protect FSU President Stanley Marshall in a 
civil suit filed against him in District Court by 
former faculty member, George Vinoentnathan. 
Vinoentnathan has charged that MarshaU and 
the den of the Department of Ciiminology 
in^noperly dismissed him. 

Chanceflor Robert Mautz tokl Bond 
members that university task forces were being 
formed at the request of the BOR and the 
Governor's Commission on Ffficiency and 
Management. Dr. Homer Fisher will head FSU's 
task force which will be responsible for 
researching possibilities into better 
accountability in enrollment data and 
information. 

The. Regents' approved the appointment of 
Dr. James Lamar Gant as FSU's new Dean of 
die School of Education. Gant, who woiked for 
the Board before taking this position, has been 
closdy associated with SUS deans as the BOR's 
Director of Teacher Education System.

Meckley made no reference in her 
statement to any of the allegations made by the 
Career Service Employe Federation (CSEF) 
which stated that the symposium coordinators 
used "some ginmucky techniques of persuasion 
to cornmunicate their message." 

CSEF (^ijected to the fact that the 
workshops centered around behavior 
modification, not only of bosses, but of the 
individual secretary or clerk in question. **Why 
can't we just alleviate the problems?*' one 
CSEF spokesperson asked. 

Meckley said she will stand by the evaluation 
results, despite the dissatisfaction voiced by 
some staffers attending.

Consumer protection 
attracted considerable 
attention from thl 1974 
session of the Florida 
Legislature asj three 
consumer-related biln were 
passed on to the Govennor for

The Free Enterpr^e and 
Consumer Education Act (SB 
77), requiring public schools to 
conduct consumer education 
programs, was the most 
significant measure to be 
adopted by the legislalire and 
signed into law iy the 
Governor. Under the pftvisions 
of the new law, it is mandatory 
for each public school student 
to participate in the course. 

Another bOl signed by the 
Governor, HB 2082, allows a 
pharmacist to substitute a less 
expensive medicine with the 
same active ingredients as the 
niodicuic prescribed, if the 
physician concerned initials the 
prescription form. The 
statement "substitution 
allowed'* would be placed on 
all such forms. The measure 
also requires pharmacies to 
place a sign in a prominent 
place suting, "Consult your 
physician concerning the 
availability of the least 
expensive drug available for 
your use.**

Cement seaecy 

The secrecy with which this university goes about 
piantiiig physkai alteratiofis all over campus is enough 
to make the Centiaj Intelligence Agency envious. By 
the time students dBCOver what is going on. 
construction has begun and it's all over except for the 
letters to the editor. 

Administrative and physical pluraing officials 
realize it when they get a project in thdr minds that 
students won*t like and tKey take all appropriate steps 
to prevent the students from finding out about it. 

Plans (oi the two sidewalks that are cutting up the 
grass behind the UnicHi were on the drawing board as 
early as this past spring. But nobody was gpmg to 
announce anything. When surveyors appeared to 
examine the area, we sent down a repOTter to inquire 
what it was the men were surveying fm. When they 
answeied tiiat it was merely m p ie para timi for scMiie 
underground pipes, we went away and their secret was 
safe — until wcvkmen began tearing iq> grass and laying 
down cement that kxAed more like a sidewA than a 
hot-water pipe. 

The same secrecy almost i^evailed in the dedsian to 
replace the water in the Unkm foantam with sevml 
tons of dirt and a couf^ of pafan trees. The 
administration's plan is to implant the trees durii^ the 
break between die August 23rd end of summer quarter 
dasKS and the bcgiimtng of sdiool in tiie falL This 
way, no one would be around to oxnplain about the 
move until it was too late. Fortunatdy, a student who 
had a friend in the physical plaimiiig departmoit 
learned about the plans and informed tiie Flambeau of 
them. With diis, we wm able to get a grudging 
confirmation out of DirectcH^ of Reoeation and 
Leisure Services Rob^t KimmeL 

Both of these stories stand in marked contrast to 
the construction of a drainage ditdi currently being 
undertaken on Stadium Drive. Even before tl^ road 
was closed off to traffic, the Flambeau was notified of 
the plans, both tfarough the unrvmity's new^tt^ and 
a news rdease frcmi tOie University Picrfice. Apparmtiy, 
it is more impc»tant for community mmbm to know 
that they are not going to be aMe to get into Campbefl 
Stadium to buy their season footbaD tid^ets than it is 
for studonts to know tiiat the grass they erijoy so miicii 
is about to be ripped up.

Another problem that halted the opening of the building was 
flooding which took place over July 4 weekend. 

A water faucet was 'inadvertantly or maliciously** left 
rufuiiag on the top floor of the stnictuie. Water seeped down to 
the basement and seriously damaged one-fourth of the total 
number of apartments in the building. 

"The faucet was in a lavatory that had not yet been 
installed," Ragans said. "The interiors had to be rebuilt, 
including the insulated ceilings. Also, since the carpeting had 
aheady been laid, it had to be leplaced." 

T\\e anticipated occupancy date of the undergraduate 
dormitory-apartment is early winter quarter. Until then, the 
Office of Resident Student Development has presented these 
options: 1. Students may request a complete refund of aO 
momy paid and live elsewhere, 2.

The $123 paid will 
be applied to Smith Hall rent and the babnce paid later, 3.

307 acres of lushly landscaped and wooded 
land with a nice-sized lake are within easy 
"get-away" distance for almost anyone in 
Tallahassee this summer, or at any other warm 
time of the year, for that matter.

After nearly two motiths of

"We're just tickled to death 
with it," said Arthur Gruber, 
assistant director of the 
Physical Plant. 

The change from the 
previous phone network 
occured June 16, which raised 
a lot of dttgninlkd faculty, 
staff, and s^Mtent cydmnifs. 
liuiy people had compiaiBed 
that the change came at an 
mopportufie time, when 
students were jsut settling into 
summer quarter. It was 
difficult, some students largued, 
to be forced to learn phone 
numbers all over again. 

University informatijon was 
deluged with calls, onc| people 
became accustomed i> their 
new nundwr. For a wle, the 
phones wouldn't woilS or one 
encountered busy ngnals 
during a convE rsation. 
Sometimes a caller w6uld be 
disconnected when the | receiver 
was lifted from thej phone, 
others would hear music. 
Frustration was ramparit. 

According to a secretary in 
Gruber's office, ''everyday had 
problems, and it wiH take 
months hetm its straightened 
out." *^ 

However, Gruber holds the 
opposite view. "Our problems 
are remarkably few," he said. 
*The only ones I could cite are 
routine telephone troubles, 
casued by weather or human 
error, such as a workman 
catting mto a conduit. 



Centrex now handles 
37,000 faculty and staff lines. 
By September, another 14,000 
wiU be installed for student use 
in various dorms. 

The pre-Centrex system 
i had been saturated to its 
maximum five years ago," 
Gruber said. "Its 15,000 line 
capacity had been hit by 
then." 

"We couldn't provide 
anymore new lines and could 
only give extension numbers. 
Long distance calls had to be 
lumdled through the PBX 
wyttem. Ttme were lulling 
proUems md ooflection 
protdems,** he said. 

**Our center was in Cawthon 
Hall,'' Gruber continued '*We 
just couldn't expand any 
further there. The system was 
old, patched and behind the 
times." 

According to Gruber, what 
was needed was a system that 
would not become obsolete for 
years. *^e began discussing the 
change three years ago," he 
said. ""At that time, Centel 
didn't even have a Centrex 
system, and they service the 
whole South." 

The benefits of Centrex are 
multitudinous, according fo 
Gruber. "Every person who 
gets a phone must fill out a 
form specifying the 
characteristics they want their 
phone to have. They can 
choose between on-campus 
only, off-campus local odls, 
long distance. Watts lines, or 
CCSA. It also pronndes a 
three-party omference line, on 
which three people in different 
areas may be plugged into the 
same line. It can handle as 
many as six on a conference

The phones that will be 
installed in student residence 
halls by fall quarter are going 
into many dorms that were not 
previously wired for 
telephones. Conduits miist also 
be installed. 

Not all dorms will receive 
the phones, however. Some of 
these dcHins will be classified as 
''economy dorms.** By 
eHminating the phones from 
these facilities, the student wiU 

save somewhat, and will "be 
insured of liis/her privacy," he 
said. 

" Incidentally, ne added, "all 
the dorm phones will be green . 
. , don't ask me why." 

"We had a big discussion 
with the PubUc Service 
Commission trying to establish 
the dorms as residence areas 
and not businesses,** Gruber 
said. "It todc some time, but 
we succeeded, and obtained a 
lower rental rate for the 
phones." 

The cost of the phones will 
be absorbed by the students 
over an extended period of 
time. According to Sherrill 
Ragans, director of resident 
student development, "the cost 
per student per quarter for the 
phones will be $15. An 
additional charge of 50 cents 
per phone per year will be 
assessed to absorb the original 
$20 (per phone) installation 
cost. After the first four yjears, 
the rental cost should be $2 or 
$3 cheaper," she said. 

"Two agencies will be 
handling the Centrex system 
on campus," Gruber said. "One 
is the main switchboard 
located on CaU St. and Dewey, 
and the other, the Union 
information center. Both will 
provide Centrex dialing 
information, and related 
materials."

The '74-'75 budget 
guidelines for the (FSU) 
Health Service were;

"Hedth fee will amount to 
$10 per *headcount* student - 
$10 x 64.700= $647,000. 

"Activity & Service fee 
allocation will be limited to 



$3.85 per FTE student - 
$3.85 X 56,000 = $215,600." 

The number of students in 
these figures is the sum of the 
numbers for each of the four 
qiarteis. FTE means fuU-time 
equivalent. 

Under this plan we will 
receive $647,000 phis 
$215,600 few 64,700 students 
ehgible for prepaid health care, 
or $13.33 per eligible. Last 
year, we received $15.20. It is 
evident that all of the new $10 
health fee, and more besides, is 
to be used for other than 
health care. "The higher cost 
of medical supplies" can 



scarcely be the justification for 
imposing the suppkmoitai $10 
health fee. 

In the past five years the 
allocation of money to the 
Health Service has declined 
from $14.00 to $13.33 per 
quarter per eUgible student. In 
the face of inflation something 
MS to ghe.

Pacific News Service reports 
that SWAT - which stands for 
**Special Weapons and Tactics'' 
- had its beginnings back ui 
1963 following civil 
disturbances in the South. 

In that year, according to 
the Justice Department, "The 
Joint Chiefs of Staff instructed 
the U.S. Strike Command to 
prepare detailed plans for the 
depU)yment of civil 
disturbance forces within the 
continental United States. " 
The plan developed ja decade 
ago was nicknamed ^teep 
m\r and called for the 
deployment of up to 21,000 
troops. j 

By the late 1960'4 in the 
wake ot the disturbances 
following Martin Luther King's 
assassination, the plan was 
expanded: The Army at Fort 
Gordon, Georgia, opened what 
it called its **Civil Disturbance 
Orientation Course," inviting 
policemen and civilians ta be 
trained. 

The training includes 
discussions of past civil 
disturbance operations, 
manifestations of dissent, and 
the use of munitions in 
populated areas, in 1^71, the 
hot year for which figures are 
available, 825 mititary people 
and 650 dvffians took the 
Army's course. 

The Los Angeles SWAT 
personnel are recruited mainly 
from the Marine Corps - and 
its SWAT members are given 
more than 1000 hours of 
instructions in the history of 
guenrilla warfare, scouting, 
camoufla^ and concealment, 
the use of cfaemkal agents, and 
combat in •^Malt up areas.** 
Los Angeles even goes to the 
extent of using the Universal 
Studio movie lot for training, 
so that bank robberies and dvil 
disturbances can be staged for 
practice.

A policy of putting concrete "mowing 
strips" around groups of trees will be 
implemented, according to Green, who 
maintained that such action facilitated weed 
control and grass cutting. The manholes leading 
to steam pipes such as the ones found on the 
grassy area betw^n the Ihiion and the pool wfll 
also be encased in concrete in the future. Green 
said. 

"Steam kills the grass and diat is one reason 
why we built ihc lirst sidewalk adjacent to the 
dirt track. We wanted it to include the two 
manhole covers,** Green said. 

The final decision on the sidewalks was 
made durmg an administration vice-presidential 
meeting last Wednesday, according to Vice 
President Homer Fisher's office. More student 
input into physical plant changes was also 
reconmiended at the meeting. Fisher's office 



laid. 

The sidewalk project was originally 
undertaken at the request of Robert Kiminel, 
Director of Recreation and Leisure Services. 
Heavy student traffic in the area resulting in the 
development of a din path prompted the 
request. 

A survey was completed earher this year and 
omstniction began during the second week of 
July. A July 12 Flambeau article calliflg 
attention to the project was quickly followed 

by a Student Government statement voicing 
opposition to the sidewalks. Student letters to 
the Flambeau editor also expressed an OVeraU 
negative attitude toward the project. 

Faced with growing opposition, the 
university called a halt to the work alter 
concrete was poured toi tiie first sidewalk.

Hie Student Senate will 
vote today on a bill submitted 
by Student Government 
President David Aronofsky 
which would raise the salaries 
of the SG President, 
Vice-President and Attorney 
General to the levels they were 
before the June budget cut. 

Senate Kll 3 would give the 
President an added $402 per 
year, the Vice-President an 
extra $188 per year, and the 
Attorney General an addition 
of $160 per year. 

Those officers currently 
make $3,198, $1,612, and 



$1,040 per year, respectively. 

"I'm asking for the salary I 
was hired at last year," said 
Aronofsky. "When we quit 
working as hard as we do, we'll 
cut the salaries." 

Senate President Apollo 
Visko is strongly against the 
increase. **It's about time we 
reduced administrative 
overhead in Student 
Govenmient," Visko said, "I'm 
putting in almost as much time 
for no salary. I'm asking those 
gentlemen who are getting paid 
to remember the spirit of 
Student Goverrmient - the

"Apollo couldn't get a 
paying job as director of the 
Tenants Association because he 
was on financial aid," 
Aronofsky said. "If he really 
felt that Student Government

$3,200, and if he does, it won't 
speak well for the executive 
branch," said Visko. 

The Spring Senate had cut 
the salaries across the board 
because of a predicted budget 
decrease. Aronofsky said that 
the passage of the Acthdty and 
Service fee bin should allow a 
replenishment of those wages. 
The cut took effect July 1 . 

"David and 1 both quit 
part-time jobs to work for 
Student Government," SG 
Vice-President Jan Pietrzyk 
said.

At the risk of sounding like your mother, you might try 
studying more. If that doesn't appeal to you, and it's not too 
late in the quarter, you can simply drop the class. Through the 
first month or so of classes, you can do this quite simply by 
making an appointment with your faculty advisor who wiO have 
you fUl out the correct forms. If it's kiter than a month into Ae 
quarter, dropping a course can be a hasde because you must get 
your dean to approve the drop. If you can convince your dean 
(death in the family, working too much, etc.), you can 
successfully drop the orarse. 

Often students can get out of academic hassles by taking an 
incomplete. By taking an incomplete, the student whc^ tor 
example, hasn't studied enough for a tmal can often negotiate 
with his professor. By taking an "1," the student must make up 
the work the following quarter or suffer an F. 

Which leads us to another point. What does one do when 
graced with an F? All D's and F's can be made up at a later date 
by simply taking the course over. Though the faihng mark wiU 
be repUwed by the new grade (if it is a C or better), it is not 
good form to get into the repeat practice. Though the F or D is 
not averaged in with the new grade, it remains on the transcript 
and could conceivably hinder the student later, in other words,
